Description: ff. 58 - Bound in old limp parchment. - Written in Italy, probably for use in Asti, to judge from the prominence 
accorded to St. Secundus and its later history. The manuscript remained in that area until the nineteenth century, when it 
belonged to members of the Morando family, who, among much other miscellaneous marginalia, signed on ff. 19v, 42v: 
"Morando Giovanni Maria, 1850, Nativo di Revigliasco" and "Morando Giuseppe figlio di Giovanni, 1847, Nativo di 
Rivigliasco." Other marginalia by a different hand, perhaps earlier, include the name of "Jeronimus Zavorinus" on f. 58. Part 
of the front pastedown, apparently with ownership incription, torn away. Given to the Huntington Library by James D.
